The witness, at some length, 
claesified the various groupes of insan- 
ity that had come under his observa- 
tion, and deseribed various phases and 
peculiarities of each, He did not bo- 
lieve that any type of insanity oxlate 
outside the asylums that bas not its 
prototype in the us vlums.
